G, When to be in force,

Be it enacted by the Legislative. Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota- :

SHCTIOS 1. That so much of said Territory a* is contained withiu the
following boundaries, to-wit: Beginning at the south-east corner of town-
ship one hundred aad fifteen (115), range twenty-seven west (27), of the
fifth meridian ; thence north to the north-east corner of township ono hun-
dred nnd seventeen (117), range twenty-eeren (27), thence west to the
north-west cornerof township one hundred and seventeen (117), range
thirty (30), thence aouth to the south-west corner of township one hun-
dred and fourteen (114), range thirty (30), thence east to the south-east
cornerof township one hundred and fourteen (114), range twenty-nine,
(29); thence north to the north-east corner of township one hundred and
fourteen (114), range twenty-nine,(29); thence due east to tbe place of be-
ginning, be, and the swne is erected into a separate county and established
as the county of McLeod.

SEC. 2. The said county is hereby declared to be organized, and the
Governor is hereby empowered to appoint all the county officers required
to perform the duties or an organized county, wliich officers shall duly qual-
ify and enter upon the performance of their duties as provided by law, and
shall hold their offices until their successors are elected and qualified ac-
cording to law.

SEC. 3. The county seat of «aid county shall be and is hereby
tablished at the town of Glencoe, and the name of the place now so known
and designated is hereby confirmed and established as " Glencoe," and the
County Commissioners firet elected in said county of McLeod, may locate
a block ia said town, of Glencoe, whereon to erect the county buildings,
with the consent of the owner or owners thereof.

SEC. 4. For election purposes tbe said county is hereby attached
the Eleventh Council District to vote for one Councillor in said district, and
to vote for two Representatives, in conjunction with the county of Carver,
and the southern Representative District of Henuepiu county.

Ssc. 6. For Judicial purposes the said county is hereby declared to be duly jodicui
organized and attached to the Third Judicial District, and the terms of tie P"*^0**1-
Court shall be hold the first Monday in August and the first Monday in
February of each year.

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect from and after ita passage. TO&* ID fore*
